PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  SECTION  OF  REPORT 

6.  WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  Radnorshire  and  North  Breconshire  Water  Board  became  responsible  for 
the  public  water  supplies  throughout  the  area  from  the  1st  April,  1966. 

The  one  full  time  workman  employed  by  the  Council,  mainly  on  water  supply 
maintenance,  was  also  transferred  to  the  water  board.  In  all,  it  was 
a very  efficient  transfer  and  no  inconvenience  was  caused  to  consumers. 

Samples  of  water  were  taken  from  both  public  and  private  supplies  and 
whore  necessary,  advice  was  given  on  how  to  improve  these  supplies. 

Below  are  the  results  of  bacteriological  sampling  of  water  supplies 
in  the  districls-

Supplies  have  continued  to  be  satisfactory  in  quality  with  the  exception 
of  Franksbridge  and  Hew  Radnor.  The  results  of  these  adverse  samples 
were  taken  up  with  the  water  board.  In  the  case  of  Hew  Radnor,  a break 
down  occurred  with  the  chlorinating  apparatus,  whilst  at  Franksbridge,  the 
sample  was  taken  following  heavy  rainfall  which  caused  excessive  disturbance 
and  discolouration  of  water  in  the  stream  from  which  supply  was  taken,  with 
subsequent  break  down  in  treatment  plant. 

Whilst  no  extreme  shortages  of  water  occurred  throughout  the  district 
there  were  temporary  shortages  of  water  . in  - 

i.  the  villages  of  Glascwm  and  Gladestry,  although  the  sources  of 
supply  in  both  cases  would  appear  to  be  adequate^  and 

ii.  the  village  of  Hewchurch  and  the  parishes  of  Kinnerton,  Harpton  and 
Trewern  where  complaints  of  the  inadequate  supplies  were  received 
from  local  residents. 

Ho  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis  during  the  year. 

Ho  information  is  available  on  the  fluoride  content  of  the  various  samples 
and  there  was  no  indication  that  the  waters  were  liable  to  have  plumbo- 
solvent  action.

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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


New  Radnor  Rural  District  must  be  the  only  district  in  the  principality 
without  a mains  drainage  scheme  for  any  of  their  villages.  There  are  now 
indications  that  this  record  may  at  last  be  broken.  A letter  was  receiyed 
from  the  Consulting  Engineers  stating  that  the  necessary  additional  survey 
work  had  recently  been  completed  in  respect  of  the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
scheme  for  New  Radnor  village,  and  they  are  expecting..,to  supply  the  necessary 
information  for  submission  to  the  Welsh  Office.  The  existing  disposal  plant 
draining  the  council  housing  estate  and  four  other  properties  has  operated 
satisfactorily. 

Arrangements  were  made  for  the  small  disposal  plant  at  Llandegley  to  be 
de-sludged  fortnightly.  The  river  board  have  taken  samples  of  effluent  and 
these  have  been  satisfactory. 

The  two  remaining  disposal  plants  at  Gladestry  and  Evenjobb  have  been  working 
to  their  full  capacity  and  it  has  been  necessary  to  de-sludge  these  septic  tanks 
more  frequently. 

Three  part-time  workers  are  employed  by  the  Council  to  carry  out  maintenance 
to  these  small  sewage  disposal  plants. 

There  are  numerous  septic  tank/soakaways  throughout  the  district  receiving 
effluent  from  individual  dwellings.  These  are  creating  no  nuisance,  as  there 
is  no  shortage  of  ground  to  utilize  for  these  soakaways. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


*s  referred  to  in  my  last  annual  report  the  council  finished  the  year  without 
a contractor  for  collecting  their  refuse  and  this  work  was  carried  out  by 
placing  an  order  direct. 

Contrary  to  expectations,  tho  Council  eventually  received  a satisfactory 
tender  from  a local  contractor,  for  carrying  out  the  collection  of  household 
refuse  throughout  their  district.  To  date  this  work  has  been  carried  out  in  a 
satisfactory  manner,  although  an  open  lorry  is  still  in  use.  The  Council 
intend  reviewing  their  scheme  of  collection,  it  is  hoped,  with  a view  to 
implementing  a fortnightly  collection  service. 

Disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  on  three  separate  sites.  Three 
part  time  workmen  are  employed  by  the  Council  to  carry  out  the  levelling  and 
covering  of  these  three  tips.  Difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  obtaining 
soil  to  cover  some  of  these  tips  and  it  may  be  necessary  to  purchase  same  and 
pay  for  its  haulage  to  tips. 

HOUSING 

Further  improvements  have  been  carried  out  to  houses  in  the  district  both 
privately  and  with  the  aid  of  grants. 

Whilst  a number  of  houses  in  the  district  are  lacking  some  of  the 
essential  ameneties  and  may  be  considered  to  be  below  a satisfactory  standard 
compared  with  the  existing  douncil  house  standard,-  they  are  not  unfit  for 
habitation.  Every  effort  is  made  to  bring  these  houses  up  to  the  "3  point  scale" 
or  preferably  the  "5  point  scale"  of  the  standard  grant  either  by  correspondence 
or  personal  interview.  In  this  respect  every  effort  is  made  to  ensure  that 
local  house  owners  are  aware  of  the  grants  that  are  available  for  improving 
their  dwellings.

Slum  Clearance,  etc.  - During  the  year  two  dwellings  (both  good  houses) 
were  demolished  to  make  way  for  road  improvements.  Nine  houses  were 
completely  modernized  either  with  the  aid  of  grants  or  privately.  The 
standard  of  fitness  of  some  other  houses  was  improved.

Private  Building  - The  erection  of  two  new  dwellings  was  completed  during 
the  year,  and  three  more  houses  were  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Council  house  building  - Serious  consideration  was  given  to  the  erection 
of  more  Council  houses,  especially  in  the  Old  Radnor  area.  The  Council  gave 
consideration  to  both  traditional  and  industrialised  dwellings  but  deferred 
a decision  to  proceed  with  any  building  programme  "in  view  of  the  national 
financial  situation."  The  Council  also  felt  that  they  would  have  great  difficulty 

in  erecting  dwellings  to  let  at  an  economic  rent,  when  bearing  in  mind  the  average 
basic  wage  that  was  earned  by  workers  in  the  area.

•Improvement  Areas  - The  Council  are  satisfied  that  there  is  no  area  within 
the  district  which  ought  to  be  declared  an  improvement  area. 


CARAVAN  SITES 


Planning  approval  was  given  to  two  further  holiday  caravan  sites  in  the 
area  bringing  the  total  number  of  sites  to  four.  These  sites  are  mainly 
occupied  between  the  months  of  May  to  September  inclusive.  Whilst  these  sites 
have  not  been  used  to  their  fullest  capacity  facilities  provided  would  appear 
adequate.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  site  operators  to  dispose  of  any 
accumulation  of  refuse  that  may  occur  between  official  refuse  collection  times. 

In  addition,  there  are  ei&ht  individual  caravan  sites  in  the  area.  These 
sites  are  used  as  "permanent"  homes  although  their  planning  approval  is  only 
for  a three  year  period. 
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11.  RODENT  CONTROL 

, The  Council  continued  to  make  free  poison  available  to  domestic  properties. 
Farms  are  being  treated  by  private  operators  or  by  the  occupiers. 

Minor  infestations  have  occurred  on  two  of  Council's  refuse  tips,  but  these 
have  been  treated,  and  infestations  not  allowed  to  spread. 

No  resistance  to  warfarin  poisoning  had  been  experienced  in  the  district.

Improvements  are  being  carried  out  to  tho  butcher's  shop  and  premises 
to  bring  it  into  full  compliance  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

One  registration  was  cancelled  and  one  premises  was  registered  during  the 
year  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream.  Only  pre-packed  ice  cream  is  sold 
at  these  premises. 

Meat  Inspection  - There  are  no  licensed  slaughter-houses  in  the  district, 
iill  meat  retailed  from  butchers'  shops  or  vans  coming  into  the  district  is 
slaughtered  outside  the  district  and  inspected  before  it  leaves  the  slaughterhouse . 

Milk  Supply  - All  dairy  premises  in  the  district  are  occupied  by  producer/ 
wholesalers  and  come  under  the  supervision  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture. 

Retailers  operating  in  the  area  have  their  premises  outside  the  district. 


13.  CLEAN  AIR 

Dust  from  Quarries  - Increased  production  at  the  quarries  in  the  area, 
and  the  introduction  'of^tarmacadam  plants  at  two  of  these  quarries,  aggravated 

the  nuisance  due  to  emission  of  dust.  The  owners  concerned  have  now  written 
to  the  Council  stating  that  they  will  be  installing  further  dust  collecting 
equipment  in  all  plant  so  as  to  eliminate  this  pollution  of  the  atmosphere.
